Clark will run against mayor as a write-in

After missing a chance to ap¬ 
pear on November ballots oppo¬ 
site Mayor Richard Cohen, local 
businessman William Clark an¬ 
nounced last week that he will 
mount a write-in campaign for 
the top job. 

“No one ran last [time],” Clark 
said on Friday. “No one was 


running this year. Which 
shocked me because the 
lack of infrastructure im¬ 
provements in town over 
the last seven years is astro¬ 
nomical.” 

Clark said the mayor 
is wasting money on the 
municipal golf course, the 
redevelopment of Walnut 
Street Extension and a pro¬ 
posed new Town Hall while 


shortchanging public works, 
particularly sidewalks. He 
says Agawam spends only 
$100,000 per year on side¬ 
walks, roughly 4 percent of 
what’s spent in West Spring- 
field, a town similar to Aga¬ 
wam in terms of population 
and road mileage. 

Cohen said the town 
spends well over $100,000 on 
William Clark Richard Cohen sidewalk construction and re¬ 



pair. Most of the money is spent 
from other public works ac¬ 
counts, such as funds designated 
for roadwork, Cohen said. 

“We spend millions and mil¬ 
lions of dollars maintaining 
roads and fixing sidewalks every 
year,” he said. 

Cohen also answered Clark’s 
contention that the town should

Echoes of past educators in school names

W hen Agawam’s first full¬ 
time superintendent 
of schools died in a car 
crash in 1946, the town responded 
by naming a school after him, the 
first time this had been done in 
Agawam. Today, five of the town’s 
seven schools bear names from his¬ 
tory - one of whom is still making 
history. 

Agawam’s schools, from the first 
ones built in the 1800s all the way 
to World War II, had always been 


named after their streets or neigh¬ 
borhoods: Suffield Street School, 
Springfield Street School, Feeding 
Hills Center School, and the like. It 
was not until Superintendent Ben¬ 
jamin J. Phelps died that Agawam 
Center Elementary School - a large 
brick building built in 1939 - was 
renamed in his honor. 

Phelps was appointed part-time 
superintendent in 1922, the year 
the original high school opened. He 
served simultaneously as superin¬ 
tendent and high school principal

Agawam man volunteers to fight wild blazes out West

Most firefighters in Agawam ride a truck to the fire — 
perhaps in their own neighborhood. 

For the past three summers Chad Roderick, who works 
with the state Fish and Wildlife office, has hopped on an 
airplane to fight wildfires clear across the country. 

Roderick returned home from his latest fire last Friday. 
He is part of one of several Eastern United States crews 
that help control the wildfires that are an annual occur¬ 
rence in Western states like California, Washington and 
Wyoming, with their heat, dry plants, lightning and a lack 
of water to fight the blazes. 

Roderick, who trained as a firefighter-EMT with Mass- 
Wildlife, said he has fought some smaller fires in this re¬ 
gion, but he is attracted to the chance to make a difference 
by fighting the large wildfires of the West. He wanted to 
help. 

“I work a lot in maintenance and habitat res¬ 
toration,” he said. “With these huge wildfires hap¬ 
pening out west, we are losing a lot of differ¬ 
ent species or others are becoming endangered.” 
Also, wildfires can eventually spread toward cities and af¬ 
fect homes. 

Most recently in Hayfork, Calif., he was part of a 20-per¬ 
son crew that rode a school bus into a bunch of small wild¬ 
fires. The crew divides into smaller team and attempts to 
put the fire out using alternate methods. 

With a water shortage, Roderick said his group used 
hand tools and dug trenches down to mineral soil. 

“The idea is to cut off the fire’s ability to spread or fuel,”

said Roderick. “Then, once the fire is out, we look to cool 
the area.” 

If the fire is not cooled down, it can restart in the dry 
conditions. 

Many of the fires started because of lightning strikes 
this year, and fires in California have been among the worst 
in years. 

“You see it on the news and it really makes you think,” 
said Roderick. “I decided I wanted to go help save these 
habitats and help the people out here.” 

The experience has been very rewarding for Roderick, 
who goes away for a couple of weeks at a time. He has met

numerous firefighters and wildlife volunteers from all over 
the country. 

“They are all great people and it’s a pleasure to work 
with all of them,” said Roderick, who works with a crew 
based out of Maine. 

When he departs to fight a fire, he does leave his wife, 
Nicole, and his two children, Peyton, 9, and Chloe, 6, be¬ 
hind. That has gotten a little harder recently. 

“The children are old enough to know what is go¬ 
ing on and so they are worried about him,” said Ni¬ 
cole Roderick, a teacher at Granville Village School. 
In response to that, Chad Roderick has gotten much bet¬ 
ter about calling home, and checks in almost daily with his 
family. 

Roderick has been fortunate not to be injured while 
fighting the fires, and says he plans to continue traveling 
out west. He may be headed back in September with his 
crew. 

His wife believes her husband is doing something very 
noble, working 16-hour days and putting himself at risk. 

“Not a lot of people know about the volunteers that go 
out there from around here and help,” said Nicole Roder¬ 
ick. “It is really wonderful what he is doing. The girls and I 
are very proud of him.” 

Chad Roderick says crews will start to get thinner with 
school starting and many of the volunteers returning to 
college. Help for some areas could be coming from volun¬ 
teers in Australia and even New Zealand.

Houses, condo, lots to be auctioned on Tuesday

The town is holding a big tax-title auction 
at noon Tuesday, Sept. 1. 

There are many properties on the market, 
though Principal Clerk Karen Drane said 
many of them are just land the town is hop¬ 
ing will be developed or put back on the tax 
rolls. 

“We only have a few places that have 
houses or other buildings on the property,” 
said Drane. “We are hoping to find buyers 
that will clean up these properties and pay 
their taxes.” 

Among the properties with structures 
for sale are 115 Regency Park, 337 N. West 
St., and 414 North St., a 1.3 acre lot. The 
Regency Park property is part of a large 
condo community off Meadow Street. The 
other two properties are in Feeding Hills. 
Open houses are being scheduled for this 
properties for Saturday, Aug. 29. As of press 
time, those open houses were announced 
by auctioning firm Sullivan & Sullivan to be 
held from 10 a.m. to noon. However, that is 
subject to change as some properties may 


not be suitable for an open house. 

Properties can be seized through tax title 
if the owner does not pay the property taxes. 
Drane says the typical procedure is that an 
owner receives notice of taxes being over¬ 
due. Letters on overdue taxes typically go out 
in the fall. After that, the town goes through 
a procedure to properly notify owners be¬ 
fore the town goes to seize the property. 
Drane says that can prove to be difficult be¬ 
cause the undeveloped properties have no 
one living there. 

Some of the properties being auctioned 
off are extremely small parcels that may be 
located in between houses or other pieces of 
forgotten “landlocked” parcels. 

“Sometimes the land is located behind a 
house and that owner will take control of it,” 
said Drane. “The land is usually pretty cheap, 
some of it worth $15,000 or less. There are a 
few parcels that may have a minimum bid of 
just $300.” 

One advantage for any perspective bidder 
is that all the back taxes on properties are 
abated once a new owner takes control. The 
town is simply looking for new owners who 
will pay the taxes going forward, and in some 


cases develop them so it will raise additional 
tax revenue for the town. 

Bidders need to show they are serious, 
however, Drane said, and are required to 
register with Sullivan 8c Sullivan. They must 
also show up with a bank check for $5,000 in 
order to receive a paddle to bid with. 

“This is a serious event and we need 
people who are actually interested in bid¬ 
ding on these properties,” said Drane. 
Because of the cost to have the auction, 
Town Treasurer-Collector Laurel Placzek 
waits until the town seizes a lot of properties 
by tax title. 

In the Sept. 1 auction, which will take 
place in the Community Room at the Aga¬ 
wam Public Library, there will be more than 
50 total parcels of land available. 

Among the properties for sale are a seven- 
plus acre property available at 306 S. West- 
field St., six lots on Cosgrove Street, 14 lots 
on New York Avenue, four lots on Partridge 
Lane, six lots on School Street, and four lots 
on White Fox Road.

Let’s all be 
road scholars 

F or all we know, next week will be just as hot and 
just as sunny as this one. The sun will rise and 
set at about the same time as this week. But 
make no mistake about it: The season is changing. 

Parents already know it, but the rest of us may 
need a reminder. School is back in session next week, 
and that means school buses, bicyclists and walkers 
are back on the street. That means it’s time to review 
the rules of the road. 

You’ll be seeing those big yellow buses again, most 
weekdays. If your commute takes you down main 
roads in the morning, at noontime or in the early af¬ 
ternoon, chances are you’ll drive behind one. When 
the bus stops, the sign swings out and the red lights 
flash, you stop. Even if there’s room to pass — you 
stop. Even if you’re driving in the opposite direction 
— you stop. The only exception is if you’re on a divid¬ 
ed highway and there’s a median or barrier between 
your lanes and the side of the road where the bus is. 

Tailgating is a bad idea in general, but a worse 
idea when following a school bus. After all, it’s full of 
children, has the handling and rear-visibility charac¬ 
teristics of a truck, and is guaranteed to stop every 
couple minutes. The driver is trained to maintain 
an appropriate speed for the road and for the young 
passengers. Riding the bus’ bumper will not make the 
driver go any faster. 

With an un-passable bus driving slowly and stop¬ 
ping often, your September commute may take lon¬ 
ger than what you’ve grown accustomed to in the 
summer. Consider leaving the house five minutes 
early to avoid getting aggravated. 

Not all kids ride the bus. Sure, you’ve seen chil¬ 
dren riding their bikes on the street all throughout 
the summer, but now they’ll be doing it early in the 
morning, perhaps after a late night of studying. Now 
they’ll be walking with their friends and crossing 
the road during rush hour. Sure, their parents and 
teachers ought to make sure they know how to keep 
themselves safe on the road. But you remember how 
it was when you were a teenager or a grade-schooler 
— parental advice simply doesn’t leap to the top of 
the mind when there’s a favorite television show to 
be discussed, mid-term examination questions to be 
dreaded or best friend gossip to be shared. 

You, the driver, are the responsible adult who’s 
been licensed by the state to operate a two-ton mass 
of steel, glass, rubber and plastic. Kids will be kids; to 
keep us all safe, adults need to be adults.

Witnesses share stories of healing at Catholic rally

It’s never too late to be healed, two local 
women told participants in Faith on Fire 
last week. 

Cecile Fragoso, a Feeding Hills resident 
and parishioner at St. John the Evangelist 
Church on Main St, said her prayers at a 
Catholic retreat ended the pain shed felt 
from crippling arthritis for 22 years, a con¬ 
dition that had led her to have both knees 
replaced. 

First she saw a vision of a pain-free life 
during Mass. Then she had some fellow 
participants in the retreat pray for her and 
lay their hands on her. 

“At the end of my time with the prayer 
team, it became obvious to me that my 
symptoms were gone,” she said. 

She shared her story Friday night in front 
of hundreds at the annual Catholic rally 
held on the fields at Sacred Heart Church 
on Springfield Street. The two-night event 
also featured music from two local youth 
groups, the San Damiano Group led by Joe 
Dziock from St. Stanislaus Basilica in Chi¬ 
copee, and the Psalm 33 Music Ministry led 
by Tom Ruccio of Our Lady of the Blessed 


Sacrament in Westfield; talks by church 
leaders such as Springfield Bishop Mitchell 
Rozanski; the sacrament of reconciliation, 
also known as confession; an opportunity 
to pray before a procession of the Eucha¬ 
rist; and the laying-on of hands for healing 
through faith. 

For Mayra Prats of Southwick, it was 
decades after her abusive and alcoholic 
father was removed from her life, after she 
had two children as a teen mother, that 
she started attending Mass at St. Mary’s 
in Westfield. A fellow parishioner invited 
her to a retreat, and at first she fought it 
— “tooth and nail.” 

But “that night, on my knees, I begged 
for forgiveness,” she recalled. “I remem¬ 
ber asking God to cleanse this old heart. 
Cleanse me of my past. I was surrounded by 
angels.... The Holy Spirit was at work. God 
loved me, no matter what I did in the past.” 

Sacred Heart pastoral minister Jean Rac- 
zkowski, who organized the event, said she 
did not take a count of how many attended, 
but she knows that volunteers handed out 
more than 900 information bags over the 
two nights. Attendance was better on Thurs¬ 
day than on Friday, she said, possibly be¬ 
cause of an early forecast for rain on Friday.

Beautification

Thanks to funding from the Community 
Preservation Act, the Agawam Beautifi¬ 
cation Committee will be able to restore 
and beautify several locations throughout 
town. 

The Agawam City Council recently ap¬ 
proved $8,000 from the CPA general unre¬ 
served fun. The money will be used toward 
10 different properties owned by the town 
of Agawam. 

Violet Baldwin, a member of the Plan¬ 
ning Board, CPA Committee, and the chair¬ 
man of the Beautification Committee, said 
her committee was very pleased the City 
Council approved the funds, and says the 
Beautification Committee will make sure 
the money is used wisely and spread as far 
as possible. 

“The town has so many beautiful spots,” 
said Baldwin. “It is the job of our commit¬ 
tee to try and keep it that way. We feel like 
we are meeting that goal, but we need to 
keep working on it.” 

Baldwin says the Beautification Com¬ 
mittee receives a very limited budget, and it 
is used to help maintain many of the spots 
in town that it has “adopted.” 

However, there are some areas of town- 
owned land that still need to be addressed 
or that have had plants die. 

“These are the areas we are looking to 
use the CPA funds to help restore,” said 
Baldwin. “Some of these places are traveled 
frequently and we want to keep them look¬ 
ing nice. 

Among the areas to be addressed are 
the Agawam Department of Public Works 
Facility, Pynchon Point, Agawam Town Hall 
and traffic islands on Suffield and Main 
streets. 

There is also stone work to be done at 
the Anne Sullivan Memorial, Baldwin says. 

She says there are flower beds at the 
Agawam DPW that need more attention,

and the Beautification Committee plans to 
address it. 

“The DPW building has a lot of traffic 
that comes through it and is on a hill,” said 
Baldwin. “We think people deserve to see 
something nice.” 

Islands along Main Street and Suffield 
Street have suffered through the difficult 
winter. They were installed as part of state 
roadwork projects and left to the town of 
Agawam to maintain. 

“The state did a beautiful job estab¬ 
lishing the islands on Main Street when 
it worked on the road the past couple of 
years,” said Baldwin. “But there was no plan 
established for maintenance.” 

Because there is very little room be¬ 
tween the islands and the actual street, 
Baldwin said the flower plantings that were 
made by the state were adversely affected 


by snowplows and salt. 

“The taxpayers deserve to continue to 
see nice-looking flowers on those islands 
and we want to restore them,” said Bald¬ 
win. 

Other areas to be addressed over time 
are Helen’s Garden, McGrath Park, Garden 
Street, the bike path along River Road, and 
an island on Springfield Street near Sacred 
Heart Church. 

Councilor Cecelia Calabrese said the 
council’s Community Relations Subcom¬ 
mittee recommended the spending. 

“We were really impressed with the fact 
that the committee is really addressing sev¬ 
eral specific areas of need,” said Calabrese. 

Baldwin says the committee will be 
very conscious of the taxpayers’ money 
and will stretch it out as long and as far 
as possible.

build a brand-new high school, with state 
reimbursement, rather than footing the 
full cost of an auditorium renovation and 
athletic facilities project that may have to 
be torn up if the school is replaced some¬ 
day in the future. The town has tried three 
times to get state approval for a new high 
school, said Cohen, and it’s been denied 
each time. The town asked for state fund¬ 
ing of a renovation, and was denied then, 
too, he said. 

“The structure and condition of our 
[high] school is excellent,” said Cohen. “Is 
it new? No. Does it do what its supposed 
to do? Yes.” 

Both the mayor and the challenger paint 
themselves as the fiscally responsible one. 
Clark says Cohens plans for Walnut Street 
Extension — an inviting streetscape, com¬ 
mon parking, wide sidewalks, a “pocket 
park” and a gateway arch to foster a “walk- 
able downtown district” — are an unnec¬ 
essary waste of funds. It’s already the only 
walkable business district in Agawam, says 
Clark, who owns a business there, and a 


large construction project would only hurt 
the retailers who are there now. 

Cohen says Clark’s focus on comparing 
infrastructure spending between Agawam 
and West Springfield ignores the fact that 
West Side’s town budget is $5 million high¬ 
er than Agawam’s — and property taxes 
there are higher, to match. 

“I’m not going to tell people what they 
want to hear and make promises that can’t 
be kept,” said Cohen. “The job is not a po¬ 
litical one, of saying what people will want 
to hear; it’s telling them the truth while be¬ 
ing mindful of their tax dollars. And that’s 
what I’m going to continue to do.” 

Clark points to the town’s capital im¬ 
provement plan, which calls for the con¬ 
struction of a new Town Hall, at an estimat¬ 
ed cost of $7 million, in 2020, something he 
says “makes no sense.” Cohen says Clark is 
misinterpreting the plan: It’s a predicted 
“wish list” required by the state; it’s not a 
concrete schedule, and the Town Hall is 
“not going to happen.” 

Clark is an Agawam native, having at¬ 
tended public schools from Robinson Park 
to AHS, later earning a bachelor’s degree 


from the University of Arizona and busi¬ 
ness degree from Bentley College in the 
1990s. He moved back to Agawam in 2003 
to take care of his father, and opened Sec¬ 
ond Wind Yoga on Walnut Street Exten¬ 
sion in March 2011. 

Like Clark, Cohen made his first bid for 
mayor without having held any previous 
political office. Cohen had been a school¬ 
teacher and a professor at Springfield 
Technical Community College; he said his 
work in administration at STCC, where he 
was assistant to the dean of continuing 
education and ran associate’s degree pro¬ 
gram at the Hampden County Correction¬ 
al Center, among other duties, prepared 
him for the job. 

Clark acknowledged that as a write-in 
candidate, he faces an uphill battle against 
a long-time incumbent. 

To appear on the ballot, candidates 
must submit nomination papers with 100 
verifiable signatures of registered Agawam 
voters. Clark did take out nomination pa¬ 
pers for the mayor’s race, and returned 
them on Aug. 18, the deadline for nomina¬ 
tions. His papers had 103 signatures, but 


several of the signatures were illegible or 
did not match anyone on the current voter 
list, according to the town clerk’s office. In 
the end, only 92 of Clark’s signatures were 
certified, so he did not qualify to appear on 
the ballot. 

Cohen ran unopposed in 2013 after an¬ 
other challenger fell short of the signature 
requirement, albeit for a different reason. 
Would-be candidate Walter Meissner III 
was disqualified from the ballot after the 
town clerk voiced a suspicion that 25 of his 
signatures — out of a total of 104 — had 
been forged. The town obtained affidavits 
from eight people on the nomination who 
said they did not sign it. 

The last time Cohen faced a challeng¬ 
er, in 2011, he defeated former state Rep. 
Rosemary Sandlin, 4,905 to 3,180, to win 
his sixth term as mayor. The last time he 
lost an election was 2007, when he was 
narrowly defeated for re-election by Susan 
Dawson. Cohen has served as mayor con¬ 
tinuously since 2009. Mayoral terms are 
for two years. 


Races set for council, school board 


In addition to mayor, Agawam voters 
will go to the polls Nov. 3 to choose 11 
city councilors, from 17 candidates, and 
six School Committee members out of 
seven candidates. 

Because there were fewer than twice 
as many candidates as seats available 
in each race, there will not be a prelimi¬ 
nary election. 

The council ballot will include chal¬ 
lengers Robert Alves, Michele Calvanese, 
Samuel DiSanti Jr., Robert Magovern, 
Richard Theroux and Corinne Wingard, 
and all 11 incumbents: George Bitzas, 
Cecilia Calabrese, Paul Cavallo, James 
Cichetti, Christopher Johnson, Gina Le- 
tellier, Joseph Mineo, Dennis Perry, Don¬ 
ald Rheault, Robert Rossi and Anthony 
Suffriti. 


Two would-be challengers who 
pulled nomination papers, John Cesan 
and David Morin, did not return their 
papers before the deadline on Aug. 18. 

The School Committee ballot will 
include challenger Brian Burbank and 
all six incumbents, Anthony Bonavita, 
Roberta Doering, Diane Juzba, Carmino 
Mineo, Shelley Borgatti-Reed and Wen¬ 
dy Rua. 

The terms for mayor, city council¬ 
or and School Committee are all two 
years. 

Wednesday, Oct. 14, will be the last 
day for Agawam residents who are not 
yet registered to register to vote in time 
for the election. The town clerk’s office 
will be open that day from 8:30 a.m. to 
8 p.m.

for three years until becoming a full-time 
superintendent. 

During his tenure, school enrollment 
began increasing. In 1938, with the town 
recovering from the Great Depression, 
construction began on a new, modern 
schoolhouse on Main Street near School 
Street. To make way for the new Agawam 
Center School, which still stands today as 
Phelps School, a building on the site that 
had served as the town hall was razed. 

Granger, Clark and RPS 

The same year Phelps died, the town 
lost another prominent school leader. Clif¬ 
ford M. Granger had been chairman of the 
School Committee and was a long-time 
committee member at the time of his death. 
In January 1950, when a new elementary 
school opened in Feeding Hills Center, it 
was named after Granger. 

Granger School was built near the cor¬ 
ner of Springfield Street and South West- 
field Street. It replaced a two-story brick 
building and an adjacent one-story wood 
building that housed a primary school. The 
top floor of the brick building, built in 1874, 
had served as a meeting hall for Feeding 
Hills residents. 

The need to build more new schools 
continued into the 1950s. In 1957, a new 
elementary school was constructed on Ox¬ 
ford Road in the southeastern part of town, 
near the Connecticut border. It was origi¬ 
nally called the South Street School after 
the nearest main street. 

In the 1970s, South Street School was 
renamed the James Clark School to honor 
the man who had served as school super¬ 
intendent from 1954 until his retirement in 
1971. 

“Clark was a fresh voice with a fresh ap¬ 
proach,” recalled Robert Magovern, a for¬ 
mer city councilor who grew up in Agawam 
and was a student in the schools when 
Clark was superintendent. “He was from 
out of town, but he was well-liked and re¬ 
spected by teachers, students, and parents. 
He did a very good job as superintendent.” 

In September 1959, Robinson Park 
School opened on Begley Street, which is 
just off Maple Street near where it ends 
at Springfield and North streets, an area 
known as O’Brien’s Corner. The rear of the 
school’s property abuts Robinson State 
Park, which is how the school got its name. 
John C. Robinson was a businessman and 
civic leader in Agawam who donated the 
more than 1,000 acres that make up the 
park in 1934, after failing to develop it him¬ 
self as an industrial site. Robinson died in 
1944. 

Oldest school, newest name 

Neither the current high school, opened 
in 1955, nor the current junior high school, 
opened in 1972, are named for any Agawam 
individual. But the former high school and

former junior high school — also Agawam’s 
oldest school still housing classrooms — is 
the most recent school to be renamed in 
tribute to a school official. 

This Main Street school near the cur¬ 
rent Town Hall served as the original high 
school for more than 30 years after its dedi¬ 
cation in December 1922. When the new 
high school on Cooper Street was built, the 
old high school building was used as a ju¬ 
nior high for 17 years. Then, after the cur¬ 
rent junior high school opened on Spring- 
field Street, it became the Agawam Middle 
School. 

Today, the building is still a middle 
school, but since September 2010 it has 
been known as Roberta G. Doering School. 
The school was renamed in honor of Doer¬ 
ing to commemorate her 40th consecutive 
year as a member of the School Committee. 
Doering continues to serve on the School 
Committee, which meets in the auditorium 
of the school named to honor her. 

Two former elementary schools that 
were converted to other uses by the town 
were named for principals at those schools. 
The Faolin Peirce School opened in 1917 
as a four-room school and was called the 
Springfield Street School. After the school 
was closed it was converted into Agawam’s 
current police headquarters in the 1980s. 

The Maple Street School in North 
Agawam opened as a four-room school 
in 1904, but was destroyed when it was 
struck by lightning. It was rebuilt and was 
later named the Kathryn Danahy School. 
Danahy worked in Agawam schools from 
1899 until her retirement in 1947.When 
the school closed in the 1980s, it was reno¬ 
vated for its current use, senior citizen

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‘Branson,’ Amish country trips planned 


Mayor: Park must remain open for 
all; town will address complaints

Though initial reviews of the new School 
Street Park were overwhelmingly positive, 
Mayor Richard Cohen acknowledged last 
week that he has received some critiques 
as the summer went on. 

He said he dealt immediately with com¬ 
plaints to his office and on Facebook about 
visitors smoking in the park. 

“We obviously do not want anyone 
smoking at the park and I take those com¬ 
plaints very seriously,” said Cohen. “That 
park should be enjoyed by everyone and 
so I hired an additional supervisor and 
increased the supervisors’ hours to help 
monitor that.” 

During the past few weeks, there have 
also been complaints online about out-of- 
town visitors using the park. Some have 
suggested that non-residents be charged 
admission. Cohen said that is not possible, 
as the park was funded by the Community 
Preservation Act. 

“CPA funds built much of that park,” 
said Cohen. “Much of the CPA money 
comes from a match by the state. The rules 
state that the park must be open to all. ... 
I cannot prevent people from outside of 
Agawam from coming and using the park.” 
Cohen also said prior to Agawam taking 
over the land, it actually belonged to Hamp¬ 
den County. It became town land after the 
county form of government was abolished. 
He added that visitors from other towns 


to the park are a good thing. Those visitors 
come through the town and also visit town 
businesses and shops. The park provides 
the town with good exposure. 

Cohen said he will remain vigilant to 
make sure the park, which has been very 
active since it opened this spring, remains 
in excellent condition. 

“Our police officers and our recreation 
director, Chris Sparks, are all frequently 
visiting the park,” said Cohen. “The police 
have an excellent presence and it is part of 
their regular patrol every day. The park is 
new and we will increase supervision for 
some time.” 

The second phase of the park opened 
during the spring, but attendance increased 
significantly on July 1, when the Summer- 
Fest concert series began. The spray park 
has been a big hit, open from 10 a.m. to 7 
p.m. 

New amenities also include a pavilion, 
which is monitored by video surveillance. 
There are also canopied picnic tables, a new 
playground, and the band shell and stage 
that is utilized for concerts and shows.

A variety of tractors, from vintage farm tractors to 
large and powerful modern tractors, filled the park¬ 
ing lot at E. Cecchi Farms this past Sunday for Aga¬ 
wam’s first tractor show. 

The event, organized by David Cecchi, showcased many 
of his family’s own tractors as well as numerous others in 
the area.

The oldest was a 1928 Cater¬ 
pillar 10 agricultural crawler tractor that looked more like 
a bulldozer than a tractor. The newest was a 2012 Bobcat 
compact tractor owned by the Hope Community Church 
in Feeding Hills. 

Many Agawam residents who attended the showpraised 
the show. 

“I love stuff like this in town — and it’s for a good cause, 
too,” said Steve Lanier, who brought his son Nolan, 2, 
with him to the show. “He loves tractors, especially John 
Deeres.” 

Mary Ellen Konopka said the show brought many fond 
memories of visiting her cousin’s farm in upstate New York 
when she was a little girl. 

“I’ve been interested in machinery ever since,” said the 
Agawam resident as she and her husband John perused a 
big Ford 4000 tractor owned by Cecchi Farms. “This is an 
impressive show — in fact, it’s pretty cool to look at some of 
the older ones. If they have it next year, we’ll come again.”

New faces to battle for young Warriors

AGAWAM - The Agawam Youth Foot¬ 
ball Pee Wee Warriors are in a bit of an un¬ 
familiar spot with low numbers and a lot of 
new players this season. 

Thankfully, they have a familiar face to 
help them learn the game. 

Frank Destefano, a longtime football 
and baseball coach, has stepped in to head 
up the Agawam Pee Wees. 

“I had coached when my kids were go¬ 
ing through the program,” said Destefano. 
“Now my kids are older and I had some 
time. Dave (Agawam Youth Football Presi¬ 
dent Dave Dematteo) called me up looking 
to fill the Pee Wee job, and I said yes.” 

Destefano said he has just 22 kids on his 
team, and even more difficult, 17 of them 
are completely new to football. 

“Last year’s team won the Super Bowl,” 
said Destefano. “Most of those kids moved 
up to the Juniors team. I have just five kids 
back this year from last year’s team.” 

The Pee Wee Warriors consist of 15 
third-graders new to the program. Two 
new fourth graders, and five returners. 
Fortunately for Destefano, the group has 
showed up for the past two weeks very ea¬ 
ger to learn. 

“We are really getting to down the bare 
basics,” said Destefano. “We are teaching 
them how to play this game. We are teach¬ 
ing how to line up, how to hand off the ball, 
what the line of scrimmage is, how to tack¬ 
le, and how to block.” 


Tackling and blocking are core skills he 
is trying to teach the young new players. He 
says the emphasis on “heads up” tackling in 
order to prevent concussions is something 
being taught across the board and some¬ 
thing the kids need to learn very early in 
order to successful at football. 

In addition, Destefano says he is teach¬ 
ing a modified version of the high school’s 
style of play in order to create continuity 
through the youth ranks up to the high 
school. 

While he is starting from scratch, Deste¬ 
fano says the kids have made significant 
progress in just the first two weeks, cul¬ 
minating with an appearance at the Sub¬ 
urban Amateur Football League’s kickoff 
last Saturday morning. Agawam played a 
scrimmage against Palmer got to see the 
progress of the newcomers to competitive 
football. 

“They really have picked up well,” said 
Destefano. “I was most impressed with the 
proper tackling I saw. The kids scored a few 
touchdowns, and they prevented Palmer 
from scoring at all.” 

Destefano says the team still needs to 
work on blocking, and they will be focused 
on that as they move toward a scrimmage 
with Ludlow, and their first game on Sept. 6 
against Chicopee.

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chiarelli believes his team is poised for a good 
season, though the road to a playoff game will be 
much more difficult. 

Under the new AFC and NFC Conference for¬ 
mats, the top two teams in the East Division and 
West Division will qualify for the playoffs.

Pioneers get ready 
to face Newtown 
Pride Labor Day 
Weekend 

LUDLOW - The Western Mass 
Pioneers will host the Newtown 
Pride FC at 3 p.m. on Sunday, Sept. 
6, at 3 p.m. at Lusitano Stadium, 
during the popular Our Lady of 
Fatima Festa. 

“We are happy to have New¬ 
town come play us,” said Pioneers 
General Manager Greg Kolodziey. 
“Our fans and Festa visitors from 
all over New England love to see 
a soccer game here at historic 
Lusitano Stadium. We hope this 
game against the Pride becomes 
an annual event.” 

Newtown Pride FC plays in the 
Connecticut Soccer League. They 
also played the Pioneers in 2013 
during Festa weekend. The Pride 
will be bringing scarves and other 
merchandise for sale to help sup¬ 
port the team and various chari¬ 
ties in Newtown. 

Admission to this game is free.

A clear difference between this year 
and many of the previous editions was the 
absence of some of the world class men’s 
runners from other countries. The top two 
from 2013 and 2014, Amos Sang and Glari- 
us Rop both from Kenya, were not compet¬ 
ing. In addition, the third-place finisher 
of those two years, Justin Freeman, of New 
Hampshire, also did not participate. That 
brought a new dynamic to the field. 

The Agawam runners in the 10K were 
Mike Kennedy, 210 and Ingrid Agis, 663. 

The men’s winner, Brooker is a new¬ 
comer. He won handily over local favorite, 
Dan Smith, of Shelburne Falls. He broke 
the tape with a time of 33 minutes, 50 sec¬ 
onds, while Smith came in at 33:32. Exactly 
a minute behind Brooker was the third- 
place finisher Jon Korhonen, of Somerville. 
Brooker and Smith took off from the field 
almost immediately and separated. Brook¬ 
er held off a bid by Smith as they climbed 
Crittenden Hill and then took charge to 
win the race going away. 

Bertasso returned after winning in her 
Bridge of Flowers debut a year ago. Her 
time of 37:46 beat Hannah Brooker, who 
along with husband Matthew was also 
making her first appearance at the Clas¬ 
sic. Third place went to Apryl Sabadosa, of 
Westfield. Bertasso was a full minute faster 
than a year ago, when she beat Sabadosa. 
For her part, Sabadosa was nearly a minute 
faster than a year ago. The great finishes by 
the Brookers was another highlight to this 
year’s event. 

Once again, the director of the race, 
Mike McCusker, who founded the race 
did his part as master of ceremonies. He 
was there to start them off, after some 
small talk amongst the opening festivi¬ 
ties. After the race, he once again handed 
out the prizes, while introducing the top 
finishers. 

McCusker got this event underway in 
1979, as part of the Buckland Bicentennial. 

The 10K course starts in the center of 
the village on the now famous iron bridge, 
which is next to the actual Bridge of Flow¬ 
ers. At the beginning, it is relatively flat 
with some small hills, as the runners circle 
around come into the center. That is when 
everything changes. At about the 3K mark, 
the runners approach Crittenden Hill, 
which is an ascent of about 300 feet. Sepa¬ 
ration usually begins there. Crittenden Hill 
has a reputation that rivals that of Heart¬ 
break Hill in the Boston Marathon. The dif¬ 
ference is that Crittenden is at the begin¬ 
ning of the Bridge of Flowers Race, but can 
be just as heartbreaking, only earlier. 

After a steady descent from a high point 
of 750 feet, the last 4K of the race is run on 
fairly level ground. The runners finish the 
race after crossing the iron bridge. There 


have been adjustments to the course over 
the years and in fact the race went across 
the Bridge of Flowers for a short time. 

Not enough can be said about the 
townspeople who gathered along the route. 
They would be out there handing out wa¬ 
ter, spraying runners as they ran by or just 
cheering them on. Once again, there was a 
man in kilts playing the bagpipes at the be¬ 
ginning of the race. This is a true spectator 
event as the community reaches out to the 
runners in every way. It is such a credit to 
the people of Shelburne Falls. 

Then there are the volunteers, who 
helped this event run so smoothly. They 
came from all over the area and could be 
seen at the start, along the course and at 
the finish. The people involved take a lot 
of pride in seeing this race be all that it can 
be. Steve Lewis Subaru of Hadley again 
provided vehicles to lead the way in front 
of the runners. There were lead cars for the 
men’s and women’s races and a truck from 
which the press could have a great vantage 
point to observe the race. 

The festivities began at 8:15 a.m. with 
the Steve Lewis 3K Classic Walk and Run, 
For many years, it was run as the Nathan 
Hale Classic. This is a shorter race for those 
who want to take part, but are not quite 
ready for the big race that is more than tri¬ 
ple the distance. There is also nothing like 
the daunting incline that is Crittenden Hill. 
Of the nearly 1000 runners on the day, more 
than a quarter of them took part in the 3K. 

In the 3K, Meisenhelder went 10:46, 
some 10 seconds faster than a year ago, 
when he was second. He won in 2013. Sec¬ 
ond was Jeremy Astesano at 10:57 and in 
third was Thierry Astesano in 11:49. Both 
are from Cambridge. Rounding out the top 
five were Barry Auskern, of Bernardston, 
and Brian St. Jean, of Russell. 

The first woman to finish was Julie 
Dragon, of Sturbridge. Her time of 12:49 
was sixth overall and almost 2:00 faster 
than that of runner up Agnes Browne, of 
Greenfield, who came in at 14:46. Third 
was Deborah Zukowski, 14:59 from Shel¬ 
burne Falls. Colleen Fry, of Holden, and 
Melissa Kline-Struhl, of Somerville, were 
fourth and fifth. 

The 3K race featured the youngest and 
oldest competitors in either race. Once 
again, it was Ray Willis, of Charlemont, 
who is now 86 years old, at one end. On the 
other, Josephine Cross, of Heath, was run¬ 
ning the race as a 2-year-old. Also worth 
noting is Audrey Brown, of Colrain, who 
at 82 was the oldest woman. The young¬ 
est boys were a couple of 4-year-olds from 
Shelburne Falls, Cobra Buchanan and Oli¬ 
ver Ferris. 

The last runners returned from the 3K 
and 15 minutes later, it was time to send off 
the 10K runners. At 9 a.m. on the dot, the 
bell tolled and the runners were off. As they 
broke, the lead runners took their places 


quickly with Brooker and Smith jumping to 
the front. As they headed into the first left 
turn, Aaron Stone had joined them and he 
would remain in the top tier until they were 
halfway down Pleasant Street. The two¬ 
some quickly separated themselves from 
the rest of the field. 

As they moved along Pleasant Street, 
they were a good 50 yards ahead of that 
second tier and then he started to pull 
away from Smith and the one-mile mark by 
30 yards. Brooker’s time was 5:09. At this 
point, trying to stay with Brooker at the 
beginning was having some effect of Smith 
and the field started to gain on him. But he 
managed to pick it up again and once again 
separated himself from the pack. Mean¬ 
while Brooker just kept adding space lead¬ 
ing when they got back to the downtown 
area, his lead was by nearly 100 yards. He 
was all by himself as they started up the 
hill. And his second mile was nearly identi¬ 
cal to his first at 5:11. 

But Crittenden Hill was going to be 
a challenge for Brooker. He would say 
later that he has never seen anything like 
it and as they were climbing, it was quite 
clear that he was having difficulty. While 
Brooker’s head was down through the 
climb, Smith was upright and closing. As 
someone who knows the hill, he looked a 
lot more comfortable. What gap was once 
about 100 yards was now down to about 
30 and it appeared as though Smith might 
catch him, but just before he reached the 
crest, Brooker started picking up the pace 
and he doubled his lead on Smith in short 
order, By the time they got to mile three on 
the downward slope, Brooker was ahead 
by 100 yards again. That was the halfway 
point and it appeared that it was going to 
be Brooker’s race to lose. 

When they reached Rand Road, which is 
about a mile from the finish, Brooker still 
led by 100 over Smith. Some 75 yards be¬ 
hind him was Korhonen and 50 yards back 
from there was David Burnham of West 
Hartford. That order would hold for the 
rest of the race. 

When Brooker came into view into the 
final turn before the Iron Bridge, the crowd 
greeted him heartily. He breezed past 
them and broke the tape at 33:50. It was 
another 43 seconds before Smith came in 
and the local favorite crossed the finish line 
in 34:33. Korhonen was not far behind at 
34:50. Burnham did 35:14 and Alex Kramer, 
a teammate of Korhonen from Somerville, 
went 35:26. 

Next was Bertasso, As the first woman, 
she was 14th overall, 12 seconds behind 
the 13th-place finisher. Her time was 37:46. 
Hannah Brooker, her Albany teammate got 
second at 38:20 and Sabadosa placed third 
at 39:01. 

Clark spoke of her pioneering effort. “It 
feels awesome to be the first to do this at 
this great race. I like the idea of being the 


first. And it was all I could have hoped it to 
be. I was nervous, but having done other 
lOKs made it a bit easier. Going up Crit¬ 
tenden Hill was a unbelievably tough. I felt 
like my heart was going to burst out of my 
chest. But the ride, down was a lot of fun.” 
She could be heard going “whee” as she 
sped by the press vehicle. 

It was 10 years ago, when Clark, now 30, 
suffered a spinal injury when ring an ATY 
She is paralyzed from the chest down and 
will not walk again. That has not stopped 
her from continuing with her life and this 
is an example of her great courage and de¬ 
termination. Clark works at a family apple 
farm in Ashfield. 

Brooker admitted to being taken aback 
by Crittenden, when he first saw it. “I’m 
from Pennsylvania and we don’t have any¬ 
thing like this in that part of the state. Han¬ 
nah, my wife, is from the New York in the 
Adirondacks and she was able to calm me 
down. “As I was running it, I tried to stay 
relaxed. I used a technique called cresting 
as I approached the top. That allowed me 
to pick up the pace and I was able to pull 
away. Brooker ran cross country in Central 
Pennsylvania and then went to Cedarville 
University in Dayton, Ohio, and continued 
to run. He also met Hannah there and they 
are still running together. 

Smith recalled trying to catch Brooker. 
“He got away from after the start, but I was 
hoping that I could make it up on the hill, 
being familiar with it. I had gone to Mexico 
to train some and I was confident that the 
hill might make the difference for me. I saw 
that I was gaining as we climbed and I got 
to within 10 seconds of him, but then just 
as started to get to the top, he sped up and 
pulled away. I did not have that quick gear 
today.” 

Bertasso was happy with her win. “I 
was able to go faster this year and I am very 
happy with that. Having run with Hannah, 
I was able to gauge what she was going to 
do. I got an early lead and when I got to the 
hill I was able to stay with the plan. Hannah 
is a great runner and I had to work hard to 
beat her. The 31-year-old used to play soc¬ 
cer, but has found her niche as a runner.” 

“Karen took off at the beginning and 
that was pretty much it,” said Brooker of 
her battle with Bertasso. I had a notion 
to catch her at the hill, but she kept up a 
steady pace and I was not able to close the 
gap. She opened up her lead and at that 
point, I realized I would not catch her, so I 
settled in for the rest of the race.” Brooker 
has a great story as well. Sixteen months 
ago, she had a baby and started running 
again nine days after the birth. After six 
months, she was back to her old self as a 
runner.

thiaume. “They really challenged us on the 
line.” 

Berthiaume is in his second year coach¬ 
ing the Seniors, which are the final level of 
football before the players move on and 
play high school football. 

In addition to preparation for high 
school play, Berthiaume says there is a 
movement in the youth ranks to move Aga¬ 
wam toward using the high school style of 
plays. Many towns do this, and work to cre¬ 
ate continuity between the youth and high 
school levels in order to make sure fresh¬ 
men are able to hit the ground running. 

Learning a complicated offense is diffi¬ 
cult, Berthiaume says. 

“They are learning a whole new format 
compared to last year,” he said. “But this 
jamboree is the right way to get to test it 
out. You are out there in the field coach¬ 
ing and you get a chance to see what you 
have and what you need to work on. You 


can hold plays up and slow the pace down 
if you need to.” 

Working toward using the high school’s 
style is also difficult because every player 
on the field has an assignment and needs 
to know that assignment in order to pro¬ 
tect the quarterback on offense. 

Berthiaume liked what he saw against 
Palmer and believed the Cowboys were a 
good opponent for his team. 

“It’s a good way for the guys to get to hit 
someone else and Palmer is not a team that 
is going to scare the kids away,” said Berthi¬ 
aume. 

He observed the offense for the full game 
and said familiarity with blocking is one of 
the major things his team needs to work on 
heading into this season. 

He also said the schedule this year will 
present the biggest challenge.
